It. 
Tin' 
ordinance 
wa-changed so i hat wheelmen mutt 
carry bells and ring them at all cross 
ings. 
Speed on crossings and when 
turning corner* must not t*e greater 
than eight miles an lour, the Dia­ 
mond tieing placed In this last ar­ 
rangement 
All wheelmen must ride 
front the south side of Fifth street on 
Market to the north side of Sixth 
street at tile same pace they would 
Use In turning a corner, 
lf they are 
riding on an unpaved street when the 
road 
is 
muddy 
they 
have 
the 
privilege of taking the pavement, but 
roust at all lime* give pedestrians the 
right of way. 
The wheelmen are pro­ 
tected by a floe placed upon those who 
throw on the streets talks, broken 
glass or other substances calculated 
to puncture a tire 
This clause will 
aid a little in keeping the streets 
clean. 
There is no provision at*out 
lamps, and the ordinance will proba 
lily la- passed as the committee have 
arranged It, since the wheelmen re­ 
linquish numerous privileges accorded 
them lo other cities of greater popu­ 
lation.
